$21,000 in a run-down election 
light plant and new equipment. 


Today that plant is worth sev- 


eral times the original invest- 
ment, citizens are getting better 
service than ever before, a fine 
new city hall has been erected at 
no cost to the taxpayers, streets 
have been paved out of profits 
and the tax rate is down to the 
low figure of 75 cents per $100 
valuation. 


The plant was bought' for 


$9000, which was a healthy price, 
considering everything. It had a 
60-horsepower steam engine that 
could give just six hours service 
a' day. It was housed in an old 
sheet iron shack that was ready 
to fall apart. All of the machin- 
ery was antiquated. The wires 
were, in, many cas^s, strung on 
ordinary fence posts. 


Having bought the nlant, the 


city floated a $16,000 bond issue 
to provide new equipment. A new 
plant was built and a modern 
Diesel engine was bought. In a 
short, time citizens were getting 
24-hour service, and the plant's 
capacity was increased out of 
earnings.
